L ast Night and 
Caused Much Suf­ 
fering—Two F eet of Snow At Sr. 
Cloud—A Cloudburst In Kentucky 
— Floods R age In N ew York. 


St. Paul. Minn., April I.—The m onth 
of March went out w ith a roar Tuesday 
night th at was heard and felt all over 
the northw est. 
W ith a steadily and 
rapidly dropping therm om eter, there 
was iii the early part of the day a heavy, 
wet snow, m elting almost as fast as it 
fell. 
This was followed by sleet, and 
in the evening hard little pellets of 
snow were driven before a gale, while 
frequent th u n d er and lightning accom­ 
panied the 
blizzard. 
All 
street-car 
traffic was suspended at W est Superior 
on account of the blizzard, and in that 
city drifts six feet high are reported. 
At Dassel, Minn., twelve inches of snow 
fell. 
The same am ount of snow is re­ 
ported at Sauk Rapids, where also there 
was thunder and lightning, and 
the 
street cars were blockaded all day. At 
F aribault there was a heavy rainstorm , 
followed by the electric storm and th at 
followed later by a hard snowstorm. 
T h e storm was welcomed because of 
the great am ount of needed m oisture it 
brought to the soil. 
St. Cloud reports th a t the blizzard be­ 
gan there at 2 o'clock Tuesday m orning, 
and has continued all day. 
Snow is 
now two feet deep on the level. 
All 
traffic and wire service is crippled, busi­ 
ness suspended during the day, and the 
schools were closed during the after­ 
noon. 
Sauk Center reports business a t 
a standstill, because of ten inches of 
snow, and the storm still rages. 
Yankton, S. D., April I.—The worst 
snow storm of the w inter occurred here 
Tuesday. 
R ain fell for several hours, 
which turned to snow, followed by a 
blizzard. 


Horrible Exhibition of Bungling 
by the Official*. 
Havana, April I.—A startling exhibi­ 
tion of bungling in the execution by 
the garrote of five Cuban prisoners took 
place Tuesday. 
The men, classed as 
“m urderers, 
violators 
and 
incendi­ 
aries," belonging to Cayajabo, were re­ 
cently sentenced to be garroted, and at 
7 o’c lock in the m orning a strong force 
of infantry was draw n up in the form 
of a square around the spot where the 
garrote had been erected. 
One of the 
condemned men 
had confessed 
his 
guilt anil affirmed the innocence of all 
the others, who also protested that 
they were guiltless. 
The first man to 
die took his seal in the chair calmly; 
the iron collar was fixed about his neck 
and the cap draw n over his face. 
Then 
the executioner undertook to apply the 
screw, hut was so excited th a t his hand 
slipped repeatedly, with the result th at 
the victim died by slow strangulation, 
em itting the while the most distressing 
cries. 
The second execution was ac­ 
complished with even more distressing 
aw kw ardness, the executioner being al­ 
most on the verge of.collapse as he per­ 
formed his horrible function. 
The pro­ 
tests of the officers and priests forced 
Ruiz, the regular executioner, to under­ 
take the third execution, but he did 
little better th an 
his assistant 
had 
done. 
The fourth victim of bungling 
garroters was likewise tortured, and 
then Ruiz literally fled from his post, 
leaving his assistant to put to death 
the fifth of the unfortunate Cubans, 
who escaped none of the agonizing ex­ 
periences th at had attended the execu­ 
tion of his fellows. 
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CLOUDBURST IN KENTUCKY. 
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Life and Property 
Destroyed 
by 
Rapid Kiting or a Creek. 
Lexington. Ky., April I,—Clay 
Owsley counties, which lie about 
miles east of here, were visited by a 
cloudburst Monday, which was fatal to 
life and unusually destructive to prop­ 
erty. 
W ade M arders and several 
of 
his 
neighbors were preparing to raft some 
logs on Sexton creek in Clay county, 
when a rain storm came up and they 
sought shelter under a large overhang­ 
ing cliff about IOO wards above the bed 
of the creek. 
Suddenly a solid volume 
of water poured down the creek about 
200 yards upstream from where they 
were sheltered. M urders’ house was lo­ 
cated on the banks of the creek about 
500 yards below where he had been at 
work, and when he saw the mighty wall 
of water rushing toward his home he 
realized the danger his wife and 6- 
vear-old daughter were in. 
W hen he 
arrived on the hillside above his house 
the w ater was lifting it from its foun­ 
dations, and he saw it turned over on 
its side and carried down the stream. 
Ju st as it disappeared from view he saw 
his wife grasp the door jamb. 
Then 
the building was engulfed, and M arders 
has not seen his wife and child since. 
W idow S m ith’s house, 
which 
was 
about half a mile below th at of Mur­ 
d ers’, was also swept away, but she had 
gone to a neighbor’s and escaped. 
F u r­ 
th e r down the stream stood the little 
log hu t of Rush Combs. 
Combs’ wife 
and 10-year-od boy were the only occu­ 
p ants of the house. 
The flood carried 
th e house away, but Mrs. Combs, climb­ 
ing into the loft and breaking through 
the roof, m anaged to keep their heads 
above water until the house lodged on 
th e side of the m ountain at a tu rn in 
th e creek some distance below’. 
The damage will am ount to thou­ 
sands of dollars, as everything in the 
path of the waters was swept aw-ay. 
X his is the first cloudburst ever known 
in th at section of the state.

Ex-Speaker Crisp and Secretary Smith 
Discuss the Silver Question. 
Augusta, Ga., April L—The joint de­ 
bate between Secretary Hoke Sm ith and 
ex-Speaker Charles F. Crisp took place 
at the Grand opera house here Tuesday 
evening. 
It was the opening discus­ 
sion of a series th at will be continued 
throughout the state by th e two aspir­ 
ants for the senatorial seat soon to be 
made vacant by the retirem ent of Gen. 
John B. Gordon, who will not accept re- 
election. 
The intensity of popular in­ 
terest manifested in the grand financial 
tournam ent may be judged by the fact 
th at one train over the Georgia road 
brought in 1,000 people. 
Mr. Crisp entered into a presentation 
of the quantitative theory of money, 
illustrating it by the ratio of the value 
of cotton to the yield and the value of 
money to the am ount in use. 
Until 
1873 the two m etals were linked to­ 
gether and circulated practically at the 
sam e value. 
No man was bold and 
frank enough to confess the purpose 
which actuated the demonetization of 
silver in that year, said ho, but the real 
purpose was to increase the value of 
that which 
remained. 
The 
speaker 
m aintained 
th at 
th e 
discrimination 
against silver, the violation of the con­ 
tract which requires th at coin should 
be paid out, was violated first by the re­ 
publican party, and thai. this party had 
set the pace for the gold m onometal­ 
lists. 
He said th at in recent bond con­ 
tracts we had paid $llr.0U0,0»&0 for the 
privilege of paying them in coin, and 
yet we insisted on paying them in gold. 
He made the point th at the people did 
not need the gold for which these bonds 
were sold, but th at Wall street wanted 
it. 
He closed with the declaration that 
within a m onth the gold raonometal- 
lists would he anxious to sell 
more 
bonds, and asked a return to the condi­ 
tions existing previous to ts73. 
Secretary Smith argued that bim etal­ 
lism. based on a greater value of the 
metal in one th an in tile other coin, 
reduced the country in practice to a 
monometallic baste driving 
out 
the 
dearer 
metal. 
He* pointed out the 
fluctuations of ratios in the 
financial 
liistor - of France as illustrating the im ­ 
possibility of a fiat.to m aintain the p ar­ 
ity of two metals.
